He 
advised the ‘only cure for cancer 
is early diagnosis, correct dia- 
gnosis and speedy treatment.

feam Train Rides 


Another attraction to add to the 
planned complete year around rec- 
reation at the Grayling Recreation 
Area, now known as Bear Moun- 
tain, was announced this week by 
President Lewis Stillwagon. A real 
steam train manufactured in 
Pennsylvania will be steaming a- 
round the park area by mid-May. 

President Stillwagon stated that 
the addition of this fine new draw- 
ing card at the park was made 
possible by Mr. and Mrs. L. A. 
Barkley of the Manistee River. 

The roadbed, approximately a 
mile in length, is now under con- 
struction by the Millikin Construct- 
ion Company. The train track will 
run near the new Polyhedron 
Building and along the shore of 
the park’s lake. A depot will serve 
the train, which will be known as 
Bear Mountain’s Little Smoky. 

Plans now call for the operation 
of the train ride on a 7 day a week 
basis from about 10 a. m. to 10 
p. m. each day. Year around runn- 
ing of the steam train is planned 
but snow conditions in the winter 
might alter these plans, Stillwagon 
stated. 


The train is a sealed down model - .. 


of an authentic 1865 steam loco- 
motive and is manufactured by 
the Crown Metal Products Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania. The ride 
of the train is being designed both 
for Amusement and a way to get 
an overall view of the park area.. 

The planned depot, also an au- 
thentic model of the old time train 
station, will be quite an attraction 
in itself, Stillwagon said. This is 
but another of many additions 
planned at the new Bear Mountain 
to increase the interest in the area 
and to make possible a year a- 
round recreation area.

Local Taxpayers 
To Fork Up 
$1,093,000 


NEW YORK—Residents of Craw- 
ford County are getting sharp re- 
minder, as they ready themselves 
for the April 15th deadline, of the 
huge bite that the Government is 
taking out of their earnings. 

Last year they turned in approx- 
imately $1,004,000 in personal in- 
come taxes tothe Federal coffers. 

And this year, because of the 
improved employment situation 
and the higher average earnings 
per family, they will be paying 
even more than that, according to 
the Administration’s expectations. 

Just how much of an increase 
is-being counted_on, in general, is 
indicated in the current budget. 
Nationally, it calls for $51.4 billion 
in individual income _ taxes, or 
$2.6 billion more than in the pre- 


_|vious year. 


Crawford County’s share of the 
tax load was determined by an un- 
official breakdown of the returns 
received from the State of Michi- 
gan as a whole. The statewide 
total _was $2,510,000,000, according 
to the “Treasury Department, -in- 
cluding what was collected via 
withholding. 

It shows that local residents con- 
tributed an estimated 0.04 per cent 
of this state total, or $1, 004,000.
